(or CLEAR TAB) at the left margin, and you set (or erase) a 
complete tab grid across the page. 


0 Automatic Line Spacing Line spacing is changed 

electronically each time you touch the Line Space switch. 
Choose 1 , 1 V2, 2, or 3 spaces between lines. 


0 Automatic Pitch Selection The interchangeable daisy 

printwheels are available in four pitches: pica (10), elite (12), 
micro-elite (15) and proportional spacing. Memorywriter 
adjusts to the pitch of each printwheel.

0 Automatic Erasure At this point, if you noticed a mistake in 
the first line, you’d usually have to tediously erase and re¬ 
type all those words — or start over!

0 Previous Line Corrections Sometimes an error on a previous 
line involves only transposing letters, so you don’t have to 
erase the whole line. To make the correction, simply touch 
the “reverse” key until you’re at the error. Then use the 
“erase” key, and type in the correction. 


0 Automatic GO TO END If you’ve just corrected a previous 
line, you usually space or tab back to where you left off. With 
Memorywriter, touch GO TO END, and automatically you’re 
at the point where you first noticed the error. You’re ready to 
resume typing after only a minimal interruption. 

















0 Automatic Centering Memorywriter will automatically find 
the center between margins and center text on any point. 
You don’t have to count characters or manually position 
the carrier! 


0 Automatic Carrier Return As you near the end of a typing 
line, you usually slow down to decide when to return. With 
AUTO RETURN on, when you space within six spaces of the 
right margin, the carrier returns. So, your typing rhythm isn’t 
broken; you type faster with less effort.

INDEX to type V4 space below or above the typing line. 


0 Automatic Indenting Touch AUTO INDNT to highlight special 
paragraphs, outlines or quotations.

Create a “block” indent by 
touching RIGHT MARGIN after AUTO INDNT. This gives you a 
right margin indent equal to that of the left margin.

The Xerox 615 Memorywriter 


With its additional features and expanded 
storage, the Xerox 615 meets the demands 
of a different level of typing than the 610. 
Many of the added features help you work 
with a stored document. The storage 
memory holds 5,450 characters, while the 
“erase” memory holds 180 keystrokes. 
Remember: if your needs change, the 615 
can be changed into a different-level 
Memorywriter right in your office. 

Touch-Sensitive Control Panel 

Memorywriters have an easily-readable 
control panel. Simply touch the designated 
area to control margins, tabs, decimal 
tabs, carrier returns and line spacing, as 





well as store text in memory, print it out, 
print it out with right margin justification, 
clear the memory, or stop any function. 







Right Margin Justification When you 
print out a stored document, you can 
automatically have the right margin 
justified. This adds a printed-page quality 
to any business communication. 

Variable Data Insertion Jse AUTO STOP 
to insert variable data in a basically 
repetitive document. While storing a 
document, indicate AUTO STOPs 
wherever variable data will occur. When 
printing out, the 615 will automatically 
stop at these points so you can insert a 
different name, address, dollar amount, or 
whatever. Think how this increases typing 
productivity, while ensuring that the 
repetitive content is always letter-perfect. 

TYPO CORRECT You can make changes 
and corrections to text stored in memory, 
so you don’t have to re-type a whole page 
to have it perfect. Use GO TO START to 
move to the beginning of any stored 
document. Touch FWD to print it out up to 
the point where changes must be made. 
Use the “erase” key to make the deletions, 
and then type in the new material. Touch 
FWD again to print out to the next 
change. When all changes have been 
made, use GO TO START and PRINT to 
print out the document as many times as 
needed. This is especially useful on multi¬ 
part forms, because a correctable ribbon 
can’t correct carbon copies. By creating 
the document error-free on a worksheet, it 
can be printed out that way onto the form 
and all the carbons. The same technique 
works with negotiable instruments, where 
correctable ribbons cannot be used at all. 

LIST TITLES There’s no need to keep a 
written log of what you’ve stored. Ask the 
615 to print out a “table of contents” of 
what’s in memory. In a few seconds, you’ll 
have the title, as well as the first words, of 
each entry.

ompare The Productivity 
Of The 610 Memorywriter 
Vs. Correcting Selectric® III 


In this test, a variety of typing tasks were 
compared. Obviously, on straight typing 
(and indents), the two machines scored 
equally. On five-word individual under¬ 
lining, the Selectric is 38% faster. 

But, 

on the 32 other tasks, Memorywriter is 

faster by a mean percentage of 43.6%! 

Additionally, 10 of the 14 typists who 
participated in the test had no previous 
experience with a Memorywriter, and 
didn’t have enough time to reach 
maximum proficiency in all the functions 
tested. Assuming maximum proficiency 
on the Selectric, these percentages are 
probably the minimum gains that can be 
expected with Memorywriter. The tasks 
were performed and measured individ¬ 
ually, that is, not as part of complete 
documents. So, results would vary in 
everyday typing, based on the demands 
of different documents. 

The test results were analyzed by an 
independent consultant, and neither 
machine could be identified during the 
data analysis.
